GREATEST PROBLEM 
IN BANKING CIRCLES 


Advance Of Call Loan Rates 


Was First Phase To Cause 
Excitement

petition between the banks of the 
country and the market for securi-

letin of the federal reserve - board 
which gives figures supplementing 
those along the same. lines recently 
published in the quarterly report of 
the comptroller of the currency.

TRAFFIC LIGHTS IN APPLETON 


What appears to the Post-Crescent 


to be a movement out of step with the 
times is the apparent determination of 
the common council to proceed with in- 
stallation of automatic signals at Col- 
lege avenue intersections for the pur- 
pose of "regulating"^ automobile traf- 
fic. The council has ordered prepara- 
tion of plans for a signal system but so 
far as is known no effort has been made 
to determine the effect these signals 
will have on traffic in our city. 


To the man who driyes a great deal 


on College avenue and on streets inter- 
secting it, the traffic has never im- 
pressed itself as a ^'problem." There are 
few cities of 25,000 population in which 
it is as easy to make rapid progress 
with an automobile as it is in Appleton- 


- and this undoubtedly is due in a large 


measure to the absence of artificial im- 
pediments to traffic control beyond the 
barest requirements for safety. 


It seems to us that the only purposes 


of traffic control are speeding up the 
movement of cars to avoid congestion 
and promotion of safety. Safety, how- 
ever, involves so much of the human 


- factor that no system of automatic sig- 
nals is proof against carelessness, and 
foolhardiness of motorists and pedes- 
trians. It is true that in cities where 
there is constant congestion on the 
streets, automatic signals contribute to 
safer driving, but in Appleton where 
congestion is the infrequent exception 
rather than the rule no necessity ex- 
ists for this attempt at control, and it is 
an open question whether signals, in 
our peculiar situation, will not tend to 
increase rather than 
decrease the 


hazard of accident. 
If left turns 


are permitted at intersections guard- 
ed by automatic signals, the result- 
ing confusion 
will be much more 


hazardous 
than if there are 
no 


lights. 
If left hand turns are pro- 


hibited the result will be to divert 
traffic around "blind" corners to nar- 
row streets where the danger of acci- 
dent is materially greater than on wide 
College avenue. It is entirely probable 
that traffic control lights will increase 
rather than lessen the hazard of acci- 
dent in Appleton. In that connection it 
might be interesting to ascertain from 
police records and from the records of 
insurance companies the number of ac- 
cidents due to traffic on College avenue 
in the last two or three years. 


The most common experience of au- 


tomobile drivers in cities with a mul- 
tiplicity of traffic control lights is that 
this attempted regulation tends to slow 
up rather than speed up traffic. 
It is 


not uncommon for drivers in cities 
where there are signal lights at fre- 
quent intervals to be stopped from two 
to four times in traveling less than a 
mile to permit hypothetical traffic to 
enter or cross &oqj intersecting streets. 
In large cities wherevthere is tremen- 
dous traffic on intersecting streets 
lights serve ait admirable purpose but 
in Appleton where cross town traffic 
is relatively light and where th" ere sel- 
dom if ever is any difficulty in cross- 
ing or entering College avenue, signal 
lights only stop cars that should be 
kept moving. 


We think the matter of automatic 


traffic control is too important to be 
approached in a haphazard manner. 
Artificial interference with the orderly 
and rapid movement of automobiles 
should be permitted only when there is 
a very apparent need and we do not 
believe this need exists in Appleton. 


In connection with this attempted 


interference with rapid movement of 
cars in Appleton it is interesting to 
note what the state of Wisconsin has 
done to speed up traffic by the remov- 
al of restrictions. Just a few years ago 
the speed limit was 30 miles an hour, 
then it was increased to 40 miles and 
now it is 45 miles an hour. 
Several 


states, including our neighbor Michi- 
gan, have no restrictions on the speed 
of automobiles, operating on the theory 
that speed in itself is not dangerous

Times may change, but the fine tra- 


ditions of heroism of the sea still re- 
main. One finds the proof in the thrill- 
ing story of the rescue of three men 
and one woman from the wave-tossed 
waters of Lake Erie after a Cleveland- 
Detroit passenger plane had been 
forced down and sunk the other day.

Caldwell was a mere 
dot on the horizon, bobbing up and 
down with the waves, when Allan Em- 
erson, eagle-eyed second mate of the 
Canadian freighter Midland King, 
chanced to sight him. Quickly, the ship 
put- about and Caldwell was hoisted 
aboard where he told of the other sur- 
vivors out there in the water. 


Captain Roy Burke, master of the 


Midland King, turned his vessel and 
raced for the scene. 
His 
powerful 


searchlights penetrated the darkness 
and revealed Mrs. Robert Little, a pas- 
senger, struggling in the water. 
One 


glance at her predicament was enough 
for Walter Joslin, first mate of the Mid- 
land King. Without even waiting to 
don a life preserver, Joslin dived over 
the side and swam toward her. She was 
so exhausted that she could do little to 
aid him and,he soon became exhausted, 
too. Sam Wilkinson, a wheelsman saw 
what was happening and dived over- 
board to aid the fast-weakening Joslin. 
Wilkinson, however, was swept around 
the stern by the strong current and 
barely ^managed to save himself by 
grabbing a life preserver that was 
thrown to him. 


Joslin, with a half-unconscious wo- 


man on his arm, made his slow and 
painful way to a rope ladder, dropped 
over the Midland King's side. Support- 
ing Mrs..Little with one hand, he 
grasped" this. The waves tossed him' 
about as though they were trying to 
snatch him to his death, but he held on 
with one hand until his arm waS nearly 
pulled'from its socket and the bone 
nearly broken. Then he passed Mrs. 
Little up to Second Mate Emerson who 
had descended to the foot of the ladder. 
Slowly, he followed them up the side of 
the ship.

Meanwhile, C. A. Lupold, another 


airplane passenger, was being picked 
up by another ship where much the 
same scene was being enacted. Yes, 
the glorious traditions of the sea still 
live, even in this modern day when sur- 
vivors from ill fated air liners are res- 
cued from the deep. Times are differ- 
ent, but the cry for aid still finds will- 
ing and herdic rescuers ready to re- 
spond. Thank God that even in this day 
of advanced progress and modern sci- 
ence we still have men who are real 
men!

"These hearings," says a state- 
ment issued by the board, "have been 
most valuable in that they have pre- 
sented to the members of the Federal 
Farm board a composite picture of the 
agricultural situation in the United 
States, and of the various types of need 
which exist among cooperative mar- 
keting associations." 


Now the board calls a halt in these 


hearings in order to perfect its own op- 
erating machinery. It has been forced 
to postpone action on requests for loans 
or other assistance because its own pol- 
icies were not yet developed. Its next 
step, therefore, will be to organize a 
staff whose purpose will be to furnish 
facts concerning the cooperative move- 
ment and its needs in respect to every 
commodity in every locality. The board 
will create a loan division of financial 
experts and appraisers able to pass in- 
telligently on requests for assistance. 


The hearings already held undoubt- 


edly have helped the board to plan its 
own organisation more effectively than 
it could have done when it was first 
created.

Tsung-chang, playboy of the Eastern 
world. His sportive career of recent 
years cost thousands of lives and 
Drought misery to millions In Shan- 
tung, a province 
governed with a 


rapacity which set a record even for 
Jhinese warlords. 
For the second ,tinie within a year 
Hiang, beaten and a refugee from 
his native land, has sought safety 
on Japanese soil. In May, 1928, the 
Nationalists tossed him out of the 
province he 
had 
misgoverned for 


three years, and after sundry adven- 
tures he turned up in the Japanese 
leased territory of Kwantung. There 
tie prepared a spectacular incursion 
into northeastern Shantung, 
which 


failed at the moment of apparent 
success. Kwantung was closed 
to 


him this time, so he came to Japan 


PROFESSED POVERTY 


He arrived here professing pov- 


erty, contrition and abjuration of all 
further political and military am 
bition. Nevertheless the Japanese au- 
thorities made him sign an 
under- 


taking to indulge in no more intri- 
gue on Japanese soil and set a close 
watch on him. His plea of poverty, 
moreover, was received 
skeptically, 


for his bulk of six-feet-three anc 
235 pounds was well groomed, clac 
in a blue serge suit and a. natty light 
brown overcoat with a bowler to top 
off .the ensemble. 


TVhen he bought cigarettes at the 


station he flashed several hundred- 
yen notes. He is said to have de- 
posited one million yen in a Japanese 
bank in Dairen before his expedi- 
tion sailed in March, and his agents 
transferred a considerable portion of 
this to local banks. 


HAS TWO WIVES 


In Beppu he lives in a Japanese 


hotel in relatively reduced circum 
stances. He arrived with only one ol 
his wives, the lady known as Num 
her Three, while Number Six joinec 
him soon afterward. In the days of 
his magnificence, when he held a 
vice-regal court at Tsinan-fu, his har 
em contained 28 women. 


Since Chang's arrival details of his 


latest flight from Shantung have 
come to light. Chefoo, his headquar- 
ters there, was lost late in April 
when a barrage of silver dollars, 
skillfully laid down by his National-, 
ist foes, separated him from a large 
portion of his army. He put to sea 
with about 1,000 men in three small 
steamers and took refuge among the 
islands of the Miaotao group.

Chang embarked in two small sailing 
junks and turned up one morning 
off Port Arthur, Japanese territory. 


REFUSED PERMIT TO LAND 
The Japanese refused to

him to land, declaring he had abused 
their hospitality by using Port Ar- 
thur as a base for his Shantung 
adventure. A reporter who saw him 
crouched under the mat shelter of 
his junk that' morning described him 
as dressed in shabby civilian cloth- 
es with an old bowler hat pulled 
down over his eyes.

Industry Leaning On Sup- 


port Of Salesman; Confi- 
dence Justified

York—This is the day of the 


f salesman. The position of business 


is largely dependent at this time on 
the efforts of the distribution s>s- 
tems. Those efforts are being found j 
so thoroughly effectne that industry 
and trade are being maintained at a 
rate which has not hitherto been 
equalled at this season of the year. 
Better marketing has been as much 
in evidence as better buying power. 
Pa'es methods are showine as much 
improvement as mechanical equip- 


' ment and sales 
personnel has in- 
' creased in efficiency equally with in- 


dustrial personnel. 


Distribution has increased least in 


those lines in which marketing is 
least efficient. The stocks of unsold 
wheat still are aangerously heavy. 
Cash gram on hand or in transit 
amounts to some 200,000,000 bushels | 
w ith foreign demand at a low ebb. | 
To avoid congestion at terminals an 
: embargo has been placed on slnp- 
, ments of i \ e, barlej, and oats in 
the northwest until Sept. 1. Coal, 
both anthracite and bituminous is 
moving slowlv although the outlook 
is brightened 
One of the troubles 


with coal has been inefficient sales- 
manship Oil is being more efficient- 
ly handled from a sales viewpoint 
and the petroleum situation shows j 
some signs of brightening in conse- 
quence. 


While coin is being damaged by 


' drouth, the fact that it is efficiently 
marketed in the foim of livestock is 
brightening the 
outlook for 
the 


corn states 
What the cotton grow- 


ers will get for their crop is depend- 
ent on when and how it is marketed 


• and on the weather and the wee\ il. 


But efficient marketing will go far 
to counteract unfavorablp factors. 


STEEL DIMINISHING 


fgteel production is showing a very 


slight tendency to diminish but pay- 
rolls are nearly 20 per cent higher 
in some steel districts than a year 
ago 
The condition of the industry 


and its prospects are indicated by the 
fact that shipments of iron ore are 
. proceeding to furnaces at a rate 
ahead of all previous records. A to- 
tal of 31 283,940 tons went to Lake 
Erie ports to Aug 1 or o^ er 9,000,000 
tons more than for the correspond- 
ing period of 1928. 


Automobile factories are working 


at a splendid rate and sales are hold- 
ing up 
with unusual 
persistence. 


Sales of airplane engines and aero- 
plane accessories are growing at a 
steady rate and the coming Cleve- 
land show is expected to speed pur- 
chasing still further. 


Radio set and accessory manufac- 


turers have never had a summer like 
this. First, the sales policies have 
been altered to eliminate the usual 
summer dullness 
and second 
the 


manufacturers are now beginning 
to get adequate returns from sales 
efforts and missionary work done in 
foreign fields. 


Electrical equipment manufactur- 


- txs are in a most enviable position 


due largely to well directed sales 
efforts. 
The central station equip- 


ment orders have been heavy and 
this accounts for much of the busi- 
ness but a tremendous volume of 
trade has been woiked up lit popular 
labor saving and household equip- 
ment. 


Active buyirg is in evidence in the 


industrial chemicals and indications 
point to a continuation although the 
alcohol- situation is complicated by 
the uncertainty as to what the tai- 
iff makers at AVashmgton will do 
with duties on blackstrap molasses 
from which much alcohol is made. 


CHAIN STORES GROW

Development of the chain store 


idea is growing apace. This is shown 
not by additional purcases or open- 
ing of units by the chains already 
established but the foimation of new 
and relatively small chains in vari- 
ous geographical sections.

the two Zeppelins being built for the 
navy except that they will be equip- 
ped for passenger and mail instead 
of military service.

SHIP TO COST $4,000,000 


One such ship will cost about $4,- 


000,000 and though about the same 
length as the Graf Zeppelin will 
actually be about two thirds larger 
owing to greater beam. It will be 
lifted w ith non inflammable Helium 
gas instead of hydrogen, and be pro- 
pelled with gasoline motors. Present 
plans call for a. ship that will carry 
about 75 passengers and 20,000 Ibs. 
of mail and express. The trip to Hon- 
olulu would require about 36 hours. 


Whether the California 
terminal 


of the service will be in the vicinity 
of San Francisco or Los Angeles will 
not be decided until the navy selects 
the site for its base, but if the pio 
ject is as successful as expected 
probably service will be available at 
both points.

now a newspaper editor and was 
formerly a member of the journalism 
faculty at the University of Wiscon- 
sin.

In the short time Russell has been 


the chief legal officer of the Federal 
Power Commisison, he has handed

Among the "costs" this ruling will

1. Profits allowed to subsidiary or

2. Charges made by offiliated hold- 


ing or management companies for 
finincing, supervision, engineering-, 
development, and management, un- 
less the actual expenditure of money 
in a legitimate way can be proved; 


3. Sales and purchases of stock 


back and forth between affiliated and 
interlocking companies; 


4. Estimated "overhead" and su- 


pervision charges. 


5. Theoretical sums based on mar- 


ket prices or estimated costs. 


MAKE CHANGES 


The power companies have been 


accustomed to make all these chang- 
es among their "costs" submitted to 
the Federal Power Commission for 
valuation of their properties for re- 
capture purposes and for rate-mak- 
ing purposes in the limited cases 
where the commission has jurisdic- 
tion over rates. 


Russell's first two specific decis- 


ions lopped a half million dollars off 
of the capital account of companies 
owned by Samuel and Martin J. In- 
sull in Kentucky for developing the 
greatest water project of the south, 
at Cumberland Falls, Ky. One of 
these was a $250,000 item charged 
the subsidiary company for financ- 
ing, management, engineering, etc , 
by the Middle West Utilities Com- 
pany, the chief Insull holding com- 
pany. The other $250,000 item repre- 
sented a charge the Insull concern 
wished to place on its books, event- 
ually to be collected from the United 
States, for help it planned to give in 
developing a state park and game 


on 
the 
Insull 
property 
preserve 
there. 


Solicitor Russell pointed out that 


the cost of the land to be given to 
the state for the park had already 
been included in the company's ac- 
count and that the company had not 
yet spent anything on buying more 
land for the park or building roads, 
bridges and approaches for it. When 
and if the company ever spends any 
money on the park, then will be the 
time to decide whether such expen- 
diture is a part of the actual legiti- 
mate cost of constructing the pow- 
er project there, Russell ruled. 


Kentucky interests opposed to the 


use of the beautiful falls for power 
development say that the proposed 
park is "sop" Insull gave the state 
park commission for its support in 
obtaining a license to build a power 
plant at the falls. 


TRACES CONNECTION 


In ruling that the $250,000 which 


Insull wanted to charge one of his 
companies for services rendered bv 
another company could not be in~- 
cluded. Solicitor Russell traced the 
connection letween the Middle West 
Utilities Company and the subsidiary 
companies in Kentucky and said: 


•To say that it (the Middle West 


Utilities company) should receive 
compensation for developing its own 
property, for financing its own in- 
terest and for the advancement of 
its own future cannot be conceived 
or recognized." 


Power company officials have com- 


plained to Russell about his rulings 
and he has simply pointed out that 
he is complying with the law. 
If 


they don't like the law, they should 
ask a committee of Congress to 
change it; they shouldn't ask him to 


and town governments have merely 
taken the place of the federal Gov- 
ernment in boosting taxes. We are 
spending for all taxes about $10,790,- 
000,000 annually. 
This is approxi- 


mately one-sixth of our national in- 
come. The equivalent of four work- 
ing days out of each month go for 
the payment of taxes. 
That is too 


heavy a burden to place on the in- 
dustry of this country. 
The rising 


trend of taxes must 
be checked 


abruptly if American business is to 
progress in the next ten years as it 
ha:; in the past ten. 


In the old days when every man in 


the community worked out a part of 
his taxes on the reads, 
on police 


duty or other public service, he un- 
derstood clearly what the cost of 
Government really was. However, 
the average service then called for 
was only about five days a year! To- 
day business men and workmen alike 
are rendering for taxes the equiva- 
lent of 48 days work a year! More- 
over every individual bears this bur- 
den. 
Merely because a man is not 


a property owner and does not see 
the tax collector, he should not think 
ho is not paying taxes. 


He .does pay just the same. Taxa- 


tion costs represents 
an 
item of 


overhead in everything that anyone 
buys, consumes, or uses in the pro- 
cess of working up to a finished pro- 
duct. There are only a certain num- 
ber of potential labor hours in the 
individuals making up any commun- 
ity. 
The number of these hours 


which he spends in meeting the cost 
of Government are just so much 
taken away from his possibility of 
establishing that surplus of wealth 
upon which the community thrives. 


EXCEED FEDERAL 


Federal taxes are still altogether 


too high. It costs us $3,200,000,000 
now to maintain the Federal estab- 
lishments. However, ten years ago 
it cost $4,500,000,000. Then we were 
burdened with a much larger war 
debt that we are today. Reduction 
in interest charges, budgeting 
of 


Federal 
expenditures 
and a rigid 


economy program have made pos- 
sible this tax reduction. In the mean- 
time, however, state and local taxes 
have been rapidly advancing. 
Ten 


years ago our Federal tax bill was 
$4,500,000 and our state and local 
bill but $2,965,000,000. 
Today our 


local taxes are about $5,290,000,000 
and our Federal tax only $3,200,000,- 
000. 
In other words, while we were 


gleefully pushing Federal taxes down 
the front steps, local and state taxes 
sneaked in the back door and pillaged 
tho house! 
, 


Although business lias received 


some relief through revisions in, the 
Federal tax laws, even those rates 
are still oppressive. 
The general 


property taxes assessed by local 
Governments, however, have risen to 
such levels than they threaten to 
drive business out of many com- 
munities. One of the first questions 
asked by an 
indusrtial 
enterprise 


seeking a location is, 
"How About 


Taxes?" 


AFFECTS BUSINESS 


If they are too high the business 


goes elsewhere. 
Many states also 


have imposed a severe income tax. 
In the mad scramble for revenues, 
city, town and state 
governments 


have taxed 
practically 
everything 


they could lay their hands on. They 
are taxing people, incomes, savings, 
spending, special industries, priv- 
ileges, capital, anything at all which 
promises to yield revenue regardless 
of whether economic justice or com- 
mon sense warrants a tax. 


The people themselves are 
to 


blame. The growing demand 
for 


more public improvements and 
the 


increased necessity for taxation are 
something of the peoples' own mak- 
ign. We insist on extravagant im- 
provements, unnecessary "frills" and 
hundreds of things which formerly 


schools, modern water and sanitary 
systems are very worth while. In- 
deed improvements up to a certain 
extent are r-cessary to the economic 
and business 
development of 
the 


county. 
Our 
great 
automobile 


industry would never have been pos- 
sible were it not for good roads. How- 
ever, it appears that the state and 
local government have entered upon 
an orgy of expenses, nor can we 
charge it all up to road building. 
Less than 12c out of every dollar 
raised by general property taxation 
goes for highways. The special tax- 
es on automobiles and gasoline are 
now taking care of 35 per cent of 
the entire highway bill. More and 
more the automobile is paying its 
own way. 


A multitude of other expenditures, 


some of them necessary and many 
others not so necessary, are raising 
our taxes to the breaking point. 


NEED MANAGEMENT 


There is a woeful lack of scientific 


method in the appropriation, raising 
and expendtiure of public money by 
our cities, town and states. 
This 


means that we are getting only par- 
tial value for the taxes we pay. 
There are 48 states; and there are 
just about 48 varying degrees of in- 
efficiency in the handling of state 
finances. Certainly no rhyme or 
reason can be found in the methods 
of taxation. 


If this is true of states it is far 


more true of cities and towns. Waste 
and 
extravagance are 
apparent 


thorughout our city finances. Local 
governments must adopt some uni- 
form system of 
financial 
control, 


such, for example, as the Federal 
government has 
adopted in the 


Budget Bureau. 


The "city manager" plan for in- 


stance, is working very successfully 
in some cities. This plan centralizes 
responsibility for all planning and 
purchasing under one expert man- 
ager. It is the nearest approach to 
a really businesslike administration 
of town affairs and finances that has 
yet been devised. Whether more ci- 
ties are prepared to adopt this plan 
or not, the people must insist that 
their 
officials 
follow 
the 
same 


economical handling of public funds 
which were insisted upon and ob- 
tained from the Central Government. 
State taxes since 1921 have increased 
9 per cent each year and local taxes 
have incrased 5 3-10 per cent every 
year. If this continues for a few 
more years the burden will be in- 
tolerable to business and to the in- 
dividual taxpayer.
